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When  giving  an  outline  of  the  position  in  relation  to 
the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital,  it  is  necessary  to  refer 
to  the  previous  history. 

In  1922,  premises  in  New  Bridge  Street  were  run  by  the 
Maternity  Hospital  trustees  as  a  maternity  hospital  and 
outdoor  charity  for  poor  women,  and  in  that  year  the  Health 
Committee  reported  that  these  premises  were  unsuitable  and 
insufficient  to  meet  necessities  at  that  time.  These  premises 

were  conveyed  by  the  Corporation  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital  in  1871,  when  provision  was  made  in  the  deed  that  the 
premises  should  be  appropriated  and  used  solely  for  the 
purposes  of  a  charity  hospital  for  married  women  lying-in  and 
for  the  reception  of  sick  married  women  not  suffering  from  any 
infectious  disease  or  complaint. 

The  premises  covered  an  area  of  720  sq.  yds.,  and  in 
addition  there  is  an  area  of  120  sq.yds.  Corporation  land 
forming  part  of  the  then  present  site  of  the  hospital  premises 
and  also  an  open  space  belonging  to  the  Corporation  containing 
about  80  sq.yds.,  the  whole  comprising  920  sq.yds. 

In  connection  with  the  920  sq.yds.  the  Council  had  agreed 
that  this  area  might  be  offered  for  sale  and  that  in  the  event 
of  the  sale  of  the  premises,  three-fourths  of  the  purchase 
money  should  be  payable  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  Trustees 
( in  order  that  they  might  be  in  a  position  to  acquire  a  site 
and  build  a  new  hospital)  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  to  the 
Corporation. 

The  Council,  in  1922,  confirmed  a  report  of  the  Health 
Committee  recommending  the  purchase  of  City  Boad  Industrial 
School  premises  for  the  sum  of  £22,500  for  maternity  hospital 
and  other  purposes.  In  connection  with  the  proposed 

purchase,  the  Corporation  and  the  Maternity  Hospital  authorities 
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made  the  following  arrangements  : 

1.  The  Corporation  to  purchase  the  City  I-oad  Industrial 
School  at  the  price  of  £22,5c0;  .SOocd  ^ 

2*  Confirm  the  arrangements  as  to  the  sale  of  the  New 
Bridge  Street  premises  and  the  division  of  the 
proceeds  of  sale; 

3.  The  Hospital  Trustees  to  be  allowed  to  occupy  that 

portion  of  the  City  Bo ad  premises  containing  3,646 
sq.yds.  subject  to 

(a)  enabling  the  Corporation  to  put  at  end  to 
the  occupancy  at  any  time  on  6  months  notice 
if  the  Corporation  decide  to  undertake  the 
provision  of  a  maternity  hospital  for  the  city; 

(b)  details  as  to  repair,  upkeep,  etc.,  and  for 
certain  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Hospital 
Trustees  to  the  Corporation  referred  to  in  the 
next  paragraph. 

4.  The  Hospital  Trustees  to  be  responsible  for  the  loan 

charges  on  £15,000,  being  two-thirds  proportion  of  the 
total  purchase  money  estimated  at  £1,004  per  annum,

towards  which  sum  they  are  to  receive 

(a)  the  net  income  derived  frcm  the  New  Bridge 

Street  premises; 

(b)  a  contribution  from  the  Corporation  of  such 

a  sum  not  exceeding  £60C  a  year  as  may  be 

required  to  make  up  the  amount  of  the  annual 

loan  charges  on  £15,000  (i.e.,  assuming  that  on 

a  loan  for  30  years  @  5 the  annual  loan 

repayment  charge  in  respect  of  the  sum  of 

£15,000  would  be  approximately  £1,004,  which 

would  be  met  as  follows  : 

By  the  Corporation  ...  £600. 

Net  rent  New  Bridge  Street 

Hospital,  say  250. 

By  Maternity  Hospital  authorities  2 54. 


£1,004. 
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If  the  net  rent  received  from  the  hew  Bridge 
Street  premises  exceeds  the  last  two  items

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  position  during

Although  the  Corporation  for  a  number  of 
years  paid  less  than  £600  it  should  be  noted 
that  on  the  ba$£a  of  the  loan  charges  being 
£965,  there  was  an  excess  payment  due  from  the 
Maternity  Hospital  Trustees  for  the  period 
1922-25  amounting  to  £828.  The  debt  had 
accumulated  over  that  period  when  no  rent  was 
received  by  the  Trustees  for  the  Hew  Bridge 
Street  premises. 

5*  In  addition  to  the  above  arrangements  the  Corporation 

are  to  have  the  right  to  occupy  such  part  of  the  City 
Foad  premises  in  the  occupation  of  the  Maternity 
Hospital  trustees  for  the  purposes  of  a  child  welfare 
centre  which  may  be  found  necessary,  such  child 
welfare  centre  to  be  in  substitution  of  existing 
centres  in  City  Load  and  Shieldfield. 

6.  The  Corporation  are  to  have  the  right  of  nomination  to 

six  beds  at  the  City  Load  premises  in  addition  to  the 
ten  beds  already  in  the  gift  of  the  Corporation,

Foreword.

The  same  system  of  compilation  has  been  followed  in  this, 
the  second  Annual  Report  of  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital, 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  as  in  the  previous  report. 

It  is  necessary  again  to  emphasize  that  the  Hospital,  con¬ 
sisting  nominally  of  90  beds,  is  the  sole  institution  of  its  standing 
catering  for  maternity  work  in  the  district  and  that  cases  cannot 
be  referred  to  other  Hospitals  in  spite  of  overcrowding.  Practically 
the  only  transfers  to  other  Hospitals  are  cases  of  puerperal  mania 
and  of  notifiable  specific  infectious  diseases.  The  large  number 
of  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  admitted  after  delivery  outside  also 
demands  attention  and  accounts  for  one  third  of  the  deaths  in 
the  Hospital. 

Little  change  has  been  made  in  the  organisation  of  the 
Hospital  there  being  Pre-Maternity  Clinics  on  three  days  of  the 
week,  a  Post-Natal  and  Infant  Clinic  on  one  day  and  the  Wards 
being  divided  into  “  Clean,”  "  Suspect,”  and  "  Septic  ”  Depart¬ 
ments.

The  routine  treatment  adopted  is  eliminative  and  sedative  by  means  of  saline  purgatives,  and,  for  the  most  part,  morphialPA 
policy  of  the  minimum  interference  possible,  as  regards  the  pregnancy  is  pursued. 

During  the  year  45  cases  of  Eclampsia  were  admitted.  Of  these  6  were  Booked  Cases  and  39  Emergencies.

Booked  Cases  (10). 

1.  345.  iii-gravida.  Age  29.  General  septic  peritonitis. 

A  case  of  flat  pelvis  with  a  true  conjugate  of  3V  who  had  had  one 
instrumental  still-birth  and  one  Caesarean  section  previously. 
Profuse  foul  vaginal  discharge  on  admission  in  a  state  of  obstructed 
labour  at  36th  week.  Lower  segment  Caesarean  section  with 
drainage  performed.  Sudden  death  5  days  later.  Wound 
re-opened,  post  mortem — general  septic  peritonitis. 


2.  523.  ii-gravida.  Age  23.  Acute  tuberculous  broncho¬ 
pneumonia.  Admitted  at  term  in  an  advanced  state  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Labour  commenced  the  next  day  and  was  termi¬ 
nated  with  forceps.  The  temperature  and  pulse  rate  remained 
high  after  delivery  and  evident  signs  of  tuberculous  broncho¬ 
pneumonia  arose.  Death  occurred  on  the  7th  day  of  the  puer- 
perium. 

3.  728.  iii-para.  Age  30.  Heart  disease.  Admitted  4 
days  after  delivery  at  term  on  the  “  District  ”  in  a  state  of  acute 
cardiac  failure.  P.  150,  T.  98°.  Under  digitalis  compensation 
gradually  improved  but  oedema  of  the  lung  bases  persisted  and 
developed  into  pneumonic  consolidation  with  death  on  the  14th 
day  of  the  puerperium. 

4.  829.  ix-gravida.  Age  40.  Post-partum  haemorrhage 
due  to  uterine  fibromyomata.  This  patient  was  admitted  in 
labour  at  term  and  had  numerous  uterine  fibroids,  one  of  which 
filled  the  left  broad  ligament.  Labour  was  normal  until  the  head 
was  on  the  perineum,  when  a  forceps  delivery  was  performed. 
The  third  stage  was  normal  but  following  expulsion  of  the  placenta, 
a  severe  degree  of  uterine  atonia  followed.  Hot  intra-uterine 
douches,  manual  compression,  drugs  and  massage  failed  to  control 
the  haemorrhage  and  death  occurred  2i  hours  after  delivery. 

5.  869.  iii-gravida.  Age  35.  Heart  disease.  Admitted 
in  labour  at  the  36th  week  in  a  state  of  acute  cardiac  failure  due 
to  mitral  and  aortic  incompetence.  P.  156,  T.  98°.  She  was 
collapsed,  cyanosed  and  had  acute  dilatation  of  the  heart.  In¬ 
travenous  strophanthin  was  given.  Three  hours  after  admission 
there  was  a  spontaneous  expulsion  of  a  still-born  foetus  and  the 
patient  promptly  expired. 

6.  953.  ii-gravida.  Age  30.  Accidental  haemorrhage. 
The  first  pregnancy  had  been  terminated  by  Caesarean  section. 
In  the  present  pregnancy  the  patient  was  first  admitted  at  the 
36th  week  with  a  false  alarm  of  labour.  She  went  out  in  three 
days.  She  returned  at  the  38th  week  with  very  severe  accidental 
haemorrhage  having  had  the  vagina  plugged  by  her  own  doctor. 
The  plugs  were  removed,  a  bipolar  version  performed  and  a  foot 
brought  down.  With  this  the  bleeding  ceased  but  when  the  child 
was  half  delivered  sudden  shock  became  apparent  and  the  patient 
died  in  a  few  minutes.  Post  mortem  the  uterine  scar  was  sound 
and  there  was  no  rupture. 
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7.  1045.  ii-gravida.  Age  26.  Placenta  praevia.  Ad¬ 
mitted  after  slight  bleeding  at  the  36th  week  in  good  condition. 
There  was  a  marginal  placenta  praevia  and  she  was  not  in  labour. 
After  5  days  in  Hospital  more  severe  bleeding  began,  a  bipolar 
version  was  performed,  and  a  foot  brought  down.  No  further 
haemorrhage  occurred  and  9  hours  later  she  expelled  a  still-born 
foetus.  6  hours  after  delivery  there  was  sudden  collapse  and 
death. 

8.  1351.  ii-gravida.  Age  28.  Post-partum  eclampsia. 
This  patient  had  a  perfectly  normal  ante-natal  record  and  came 
in  at  term  to  deliver  herself  of  a  10  lbs.  baby.  On  admission  the 
urine  contained  no  abnormal  constituents.  Progress  after  delivery 
was  uneventful  until  the  third  day  when  she  had  three  tits  and 
died  in  15  minutes.  Post-mortem,  there  were  early  degenerative 
changes  in  the  liver  and  renal  cortex  but  no  other  abnormality. 

9.  2047.  ii-gravida.  Age  24.  Ruptured  Caesarean  scar. 
A  patient  who  was  admitted  at  term  with  a  contracted  pelvis 
having  been  delivered  by  Caesarean  section  for  her  first  child. 
On  admission  she  was  moribund,  being  exsanguinated,  pulseless 
and  cold  with  signs  that  the  ovum  was  in  the  peritoneal  cavity. 
With  a  little  local  anaesthetic  the  abdomen  was  opened,  the  ovum 
extracted,  the  uterus  rapidly  sutured  (too  ill  for  hysterectomy)  and 
the  abdomen  closed.  She  died  half  an  hour  later. 


10.  2084.  i-gravida.  Age  25.  Influenzal  pneumonia. 

Admitted  in  labour  at  term  in  good  condition.  Forceps  delivery 
effected  for  foetal  distress.  An  epidemic  of  influenza  was  occurring 
inside  and  outside  the  Hospital  and  on  the  4th  day  of  the  puer- 
perium  after  a  sore  throat  and  headache  with  pains  in  the  limbs 
the  patient  developed  a  temperature  of  103.4°  with  a  pulse  rate 
of  140.  Soon  afterwards  there  was  consolidation  of  the  lower 
lobe  of  the  right  lung  with  pleuritic  friction.  The  consolidation 
spread  and  she  died  on  the  12th  day  of  the  puerperium.  Through¬ 
out  there  was  no  evidence  of  genital  infection. 


MATERNAL  DEATHS. 

Emergency  Cases  (36). 

11.  60.  iv-gravida.  Age  34.  Acute  broncho-pneumonia. 
Admitted  14  weeks  pregnant  with  acute  broncho-pneumonia  of 
3  days  duration.  12  hours  after  admission  there  was  spontaneous 
expulsion  of  the  ovum  and  death  occurred. 

12.  191.  i-gravida.  Age  19.  Eclampsia.  Admitted  in 
coma  at  the  38th  week  with  stertorous  breathing,  general  anasarca 
and  urine  which  solidified  on  boiling.  There  was  a  history  of  4 
fits  before  admission  and  in  5  hours  after  admission  8  further 
fits  occurred.  Routine  treatment  was  given  but  there  was  almost 
complete  suppression  of  urine.  12  hours  after  admission  with 
the  patient  in  deep  coma  a  still-born  child  was  delivered  with 
forceps  and  death  occurred  shortly  afterwards. 
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13.  230.  i-gravida.  Age  28.  Bronchitis  and  septicaemia. 

This  patient  had  been  in  bed  for  a  week  with  “  influenza  ”  and 
then  started  labour  which  continued  for  4  days  when  she  was 
sent  into  Hospital.  P.  120,  T.  98.6°  with  severe  bronchitis. 
The  lie  was  occipito-posterior  and  the  liquor  very  foetid.  After 
a  manual  rotation  forceps  were  applied  and  delivery  of  a  live  child 
effected.  Septicaemic  evidences  became  superimposed  on  the 
bronchitis  and  death  occurred  on  the  4th  day  of  the  puerperium. 


14.  338.  vi-gravida.  Age  40.  Pernicious  anaemia.  A 

patient  admitted  in  labour  at  the  36th  week  of  pregnancy,  known 
to  have  pernicious  anaemia.  R.B.C.  925,000  per  c.m.m.,  Hb.  15%, 
blood  film— typical  pernicious  anaemia  picture.  She  delivered 
herself  spontaneously  of  a  51bs.  1  oz.  child  and  a  blood  transfusion 
was  performed.  Two  days  later  both  mother  and  infant  died. 


15.  351.  ii-gravida.  Age  30.  Septic  peritonitis.  Admitted 

after  failed  delivery  by  forceps  outside  with  severe  cervical,  vaginal 
and  perineal  lacerations.  P.  116,  os  f.  On  full  dilatation  of  the 
os  a  forceps  delivery  of  a  live  child  with  a  “  poud  ”  fracture  of  the 
parietal  and  severe  facial  abrasions  was  effected.  The  child’s 
abrasions  became  septic  and  it  died  of  septicaemia  on  the  11th 
day.  The  mother  developed  general  septic  peritonitis  and  died 
on  the  3rd  day. 


16.  502.  ii-gravida.  Age  29.  Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 

Admitted  at  the  15th  week  of  pregnancy  extremely  ill  with 
vomiting  and  suppurative  otitis  media.  T.  97°,  P.  132.  Aceton- 
uria.  Under  treatment  the  ear  condition  cleared  up  well  and 
vomiting  ceased.  Three  weeks  later  the  vomiting  suddenly  re¬ 
appeared  with  a  rapid  onset  of  jaundice.  Abdominal  hysterotomy 
was  performed  but  the  patient  died  the  same  night. 


17.  519.  iv-gravida.  Age  23.  Septicaemia.  Admitted  at 

term  after  40  hours  labour.  She  had  an  irregularly  deformed 
pelvis  from  poliomyelitis.  One  of  her  previous  children  was  still¬ 
born  and  the  two  others  died  a  few  hours  after  birth.  A  purulent 
vaginal  discharge  was  present  and  the  membranes  had  been 
artificially  ruptured  before  admission.  Lower  segment  Caesarean 
section  was  performed  and  a  live  child  delivered.  The  puerperium 
was  uneventful  and  apyrexial  whilst  the  pulse  rate  was  84  until 
the  10th  day  when  the  temperature  rose  to  103°  and  the  pulse 
to  136.  Septicaemic  signs  became  manifest  and  she  died  13  days 
after  delivery. 


18.  563.  vi-gravida.  Age  38.  Late  toxic  vomiting.  Ad¬ 

mitted  at  the  36th  week  with  a  history  of  persistent  vomiting. 
Very  ill  and  emaciated.  After  admission  there  was  no  further 
vomiting  and  labour  began  spontaneously  3  days  later  ending  with 
a  normal  delivery  of  a  live  3  lbs.  9  ozs.  child.  After  delivery 
there  was  no  further  vomiting  but  the  pulse  rate  steadily  rose 
whilst  the  temperature  was  uniformly  sub-normal.  She  died  on 
the  10th  day  of  the  puerperium. 
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19.  593.  ii-gravida.  Age  33.  Chronic  Nephritis.  Admitted 
early  in  labour  at  the  35th  week  in  a  state  of  uraemic  collapse. 
The  urine  boiled  solid  ;  there  was  no  oedema  jaundice  present. 
P.  116,  T.  97°.  There  was  a  history  of  severe  albuminuria  in  the 
previous  pregnancy.  The  routine  eclamptic  treatment  was 
instituted.  22  hours  after  admission  acute  cardiac  failure  super¬ 
vened.  with  full  dilatation  of  the  os.  A  forceps  extraction  was 
performed  in  an  attempt  to  save  the  foetus  but  it  was  still-born. 
The  mother  died  shortly  after  delivery. 

20.  814.  v-gra*vida.  Age  38.  Placenta  praevia.  Admitted 
at  the  38th  week  of  pregnancy  in  a  moribund  condition,  ex¬ 
sanguinated,  cold  and  pulseless  with  a  central  placenta  praevia. 
On  admission  bleeding  had  ceased  and  submammary  and  rectal 
salines  were  given  whilst  awaiting  blood  transfusion.  Death 
occurred  \  \  hours  after  admission. 

21.  821.  i-gravida.  Age  35.  Septic  peritonitis  and 
septicaemia.  Admitted  after  failure  of  forceps  delivery  outside 
after  48  hours  labour.  T.  101°,  P.  136.  Gross  disproportion  due 
both  to  a  contracted  pelvis  and  to  a  large  child.  No  foetal  heart 
was  heard.  The  uterus  was  in  a  state  of  tonic  contraction  and 
threatened  rupture.  Caesarean  section  was  performed  and  a 
dead  child  delivered  weighing  Ilf  lbs.  Death  occurred  on  the 
4th  day  and  a  post  mortem  examination  demonstrated  general 
septic  peritonitis  and  septicaemia. 

22.  828.  i-gravida.  Age  18.  Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 
Admitted  at  the  16th  week  of  pregnancy  extremely  ill.  T.  99°, 
P.  160  ;  jaundice  ;  dehydrated  ;  persistent  vomiting.  She  had 
a  parenchymatous  goitre.  Under  medical  treatment  there  was 
slight  improvement  but  she  died  4  days  later. 

23.  834.  vi-gravida.  Age  38.  Gas  gangrene.  Admitted 
at  term  after  three  efforts  at  forceps  delivery  outside  had  failed 
due  to  foetal  hydrocephalus.  She  had  been  3  days  in  labour  and 
the  uterus  was  crepitant  with  gas  gangrene.  T.  99°,  P.  120. 
Perforation  and  extraction  were  carried  out.  11  hours  after 
admission  she  died  with  crepitation  now  evident  in  all  the  pelvic 
cellular  tissue. 

24.  871.  vii-gravida.  Age  39.  Post-abortal  Septicaemia. 
A  patient  who  was  admitted  very  ill  with  an  incomplete  abortion. 
T.  101°,  P.  148.  Four  days  later  T.  98.4°,  P.  100  and  as  bleeding 
persisted  a  digital  removal  of  the  placenta  from  the  cervical  canal 
was  carried  out.  Two  days  later  T.  104°,  P.  124.  Thereafter  it 
became  evident  that  there  was  septicaemia  and  she  died  15  days 
after  admission. 

25.  955.  v-gravida.  Age  44.  Late  toxic  vomiting.  Ad¬ 
mitted  at  the  36th  week  extremely  ill  from  persistent  vomiting. 
T.  99°,  P.  132  ;  emaciated  and  dehydrated.  Medical  measures 
were  instituted  to  combat  the  toxaemia  but  she  was  found  to  be 
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in  labour.  When  the  head  was  on  the  perineum  a  forceps  delivery 
of  a  still-born  child  was  effected  and  5  hours  later  (22  hours  after 
admission)  the  patient  died. 

26.  1010.  xi-gravida.  Age  40.  Concealed  accidental 
haemorrhage.  Admitted  at  term  extremely  ill  having  had  severe 
abdominal  pain  for  1 1  hours  during  which  she  had  fainted  numerous 
times.  T.  97°,  P.  134.  She  was  blanched  and  restless  with  a 
tense  knotted  uterus.  Per  vaginam  there  was  not  any  bleeding 
and  the  os  was  closed.  The  abdomen  was  opened  and  found  to 
contain  blood  stained  fluid  whilst  both  broad  ligaments  contained 
haematomata  and  the  uterine  muscle  was  ploughed  up  with 
haemorrhage.  The  placenta  was  lying  free  in  the  uterus  with  a 
large  amount  of  blood  clot.  A  rapid  sub-total  hysterectomy 
was  performed  as  the  uterus  remained  completely  atonic.  After 
closure  of  the  abdomen  intravenous  gum-saline  was  administered 
but  she  survived  the  operation  only  2  hours.  Microscopical 
examination  of  the  uterus  showed  inter-fibrillar  blood  infiltration 
with  degenerate  and  in  parts  necrotic  muscle  fibres. 

27.  1106.  i-gravida.  Age  25.  Eclampsia.  Admitted  at 
the  38th  week  with  a  history  of  2  fits  before  admission.  She  was 
semi-conscious,  the  urine  boiled  solid  and  there  was  gross  gener¬ 
alised  oedema.  The  routine  treatment  for  eclampsia  was  instituted. 
Two  further  fits  occurred  during  the  second  of  which  she  died 
undelivered  5  hours  after  admission. 

28.  1332.  iv-gravida.  Age  39.  Placenta  prsevia.  Ad¬ 
mitted  at  term,  exsanguinated,  T.  96°  and  pulse  impalpable  at 
the  wrist;  os  1  finger;  central  placenta  praevia.  The  vagina 
was  plugged  and  medical  measures  undertaken  for  the  loss  of 
blood.  Four  hours  later  the  pulse  was  palpable  at  144,  the  plugs 
were  removed,  external  version  performed  and  a  foot  brought 
down  without  further  bleeding.  Three  hours  later  the  patient 
was  delivered  with  a  little  assistance  for  extended  arms.  The 
placenta  followed  without  further  bleeding  but  a  severe  state  of 
shock  supervened  with  death  an  hour  after  delivery. 

29.  1356.  i-gravida.  Age  25.  Cerebral  thrombosis.  A 
pregnant  woman  who  was  admitted  unconscious  with  a  right 
sided  hemiplegia  which  had  developed  in  24  hours.  The  coma 
deepened  and  death  occurred  20  hours  after  admission. 


30.  1371.  iii-gravida.  Age  24.  Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 

Admitted  at  the  18th  week  of  pregnancy  with  a  history  of  vomiting 
since  the  early  weeks  of  pregnancy.  She  was  dehydrated,  P.  120 
and  the  urine  contained  much  acetone  and  a  little  albumen.  There 
was  severe  dental  sepsis.  After  a  fortnight  in  Hospital  there  was 
no  vomiting,  the  general  condition  was  much  improved  and  the 
pulse  rate  82.  The  teeth  were  extracted  under  general  anaesthesia, 
the  temperature  rose  to  101°,  P.  160  and  death  occurred  two  days 
later. 


31.  1504.  i-gravida.  Age  27.  Septic  peritonitis.  Ad¬ 

mitted  at  term  after  36  hours  labour  with  the  os  |  dilated.  There 
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was  a  contracted  pelvis  but  it  was  thought  that  the  head  might 
come  through.  After  6  hours  the  os  was  fully  dilated  and  a 
Bandl’s  ring  was  evident.  As  the  foetus  was  still  alive  lower 
segment  Caesarean  section  was  performed  but  the  foetus  could  not 
be  resuscitated.  The  liquor  was  very  foul  and  a  drainage  tube 
was  left  down  to  the  uterine  wound.  After  an  irregular  pyrexia 
the  temperature  rose  to  106°  with  pulse  rate  of  160  on  the  6th 
day  and  she  died  a  few  hours  later. 

32.  1520.  i-gravida.  Age  43.  General  septic  peritonitis. 

Admitted  after  failure  to  deliver  with  forceps  outside.  She  was 
an  elderly  primipara,  at  term  with  the  head  above  the  brim,  the 
pelvis  contracted,  numerous  uterine  fibroids  the  largest  being  the 
size  of  a  cocoanut,  and  a  loop  of  cord  prolapsed  through  a  half 
dilated  os.  Upper  segment  Caesarean  section  was  performed, 
a  live  child  delivered  and  several  of  the  larger  fibroids  removed. 
After  an  irregular  pyrexia,  signs  of  general  peritonitis  appeared 
on  the  12th  day  with  death  on  the  following  day. 


33.  1556.  ix-gravida.  Age  39.  Concealed  accidental 
haemorrhage.  Admitted  moribund  at  the  36th  week  ;  exsanguin¬ 
ated  ;  T.  96.2°,  P.  130  ;  uterus  hard  and  tense  ;  no  external 
bleeding.  Preparations  for  blood  transfusion  were  made  but  she 
died  4  hours  after  admission.  She  was  delivered  post-mortem 
and  found  to  have  complete  separation  of  the  placenta  whilst 
the  uterus  was  filled  with  several  pounds  of  blood  clot. 

34.  1660.  i-gravida.  Age  26.  Puerperal  broncho-pneu¬ 
monia.  A  chronic  asthmatic  and  bronchitic  admitted  at  term  after 
34  hours  labour.  There  was  severe  obstruction  due  both  to  a 
contracted  pelvis  and  to  a  large  child  whilst  a  well  marked  Bandl’s 
ring  had  formed.  Lower  segment  Caesarean  section  was  performed 
and  a  live  child  weighing  9  lbs.  5  ozs.  delivered.  Severe  broncho¬ 
pneumonia  developed  subsequently  with  death  27  days  after 
delivery. 


35.  1683.  ix-gravida.  Age  40.  Cortical  necrosis  of  the 

kidneys.  Admitted  at  the  30th  week  of  pregnancy  with  severe 
haemorrhage  from  a  central  placenta  praevia.  T.  99.4°,  P.  128. 
The  urine  contained  albumen  and  there  was  a  history  of  kidney 
trouble  in  previous  pregnancies.  Bipolar  version  was  performed 
and  the  patient  delivered  herself  3  hours  later.  Complete  anuria 
developed.  Hot  packs,  dry  cupping,  kidney  poultices,  etc.,  kept 
the  skin  acting.  The  blood  pressure  never  exceeded  155/90,  there 
was  no  oedema,  headache  or  fits  and  the  patient  appeared  reason¬ 
ably  well  until  the  4th  day  of  the  puerperium  when  she  died 
suddenly.  Only  2  ozs.  of  urine  had  been  secreted  in  this  time. 
Decapsulation  of  the  kidneys  was  considered  but  abandoned  owing 
to  the  anaemic  state  of  the  patient. 


36.  1724.  i-gravida.  Age  18.  Eclampsia.  A  fortnight 

before  admission  this  patient  had  been  instructed  to  diet  by  her 
own  doctor  after  urinalysis.  22  hours  before  admission  she  ate 
a  meal  of  roast  pork.  On  admission  at  the  39th  week  she  had  had 
three  fits  but  was  conscious  ;  the  os  was  one  third  dilated  and 
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anasarca  was  present.  In  the  19  hours  following  admission  she 
had  16  fits,  became  unconscious  and  developed  severe  pulmonary 
oedema.  She  died  undelivered  after  2|  days  in  Hospital  having 
secreted  but  17  ounces  of  urine  in  that  time. 


37.  1747.  ii-gravida.  Age  35.  Cerebral  embolism.  Ad¬ 

mitted  at  the  35th  week  of  pregnancy  with  moderate  revealed 
accidental  haemorrhage,  mitral  stenosis  and  incompetence  and 
early  in  labour.  The  haemorrhage  was  controlled  by  a  tight 
binder  and  she  delivered  herself  with  little  further  loss  of  a  still¬ 
born  child.  The  placenta  was  retained  and  needed  manual 
removal.  4  hours  later  there  was  auricular  fibrillation  but  this 
was  quickly  controlled  by  strophanthin.  Two  days  after  delivery 
she  was  making  good  progress,  T.  98.4°,  P.  76,  when  she  suddenly 
died  whilst  in  conversation. 


38.  1808.  xiv-gravida.  Age  41.  Ruptured  posterior 

fornix  of  vagina.  Admitted  at  term  after  failed  forceps  and  version 
outside.  A  hydrocephalic  foetus  was  found  to  be  lying  as  a  breech 
in  the  peritoneal  cavity  having  passed  through  a  rent  in  the 
posterior  fornix  of  the  vagina.  The  foetus  was  extracted  from  the 
abdomen  with  perforation  of  the  aftercoming  head.  The  lacera¬ 
tion  was  found  to  extend  in  horseshoe  fashion  up  the  back  of 
both  broad  ligaments  to  the  level  of  the  Fallopian  tubes. 
Hysterectomy  was  performed  and  a  saline  transfusion  given 
but  death  occurred  4  hours  after  admission. 


39.  1850.  i-gravida.  Age  20.  Hyperemesis  gravidarum. 
Admitted  about  the  10th  week  of  pregnancy  extremely  ill,  dehy¬ 
drated,  delirious  and  semi-blind,  T.  99°,  P.  128.  The  urine  con¬ 
tained  sugar  but  only  a  trace  of  acetone.  There  was  no  vomiting 
in  Hospital  but  the  patient  was  too  ill  to  consider  active  inter¬ 
ference  and  she  died  3  days  after  admission. 

40.  1858.  ii-gravida.  Age  30.  Eclampsia,  and  sepsis. 
Admitted  in  labour  8  weeks  premature  with  a  small  quantity  of 
albumen  in  the  urine,  no  oedema  or  eye  symptoms  but  headache 
and  epigastric  pain.  Labour  was  normal  until  a  ht  occurred 
with  the  head  on  the  perineum.  She  was  delivered  with  forceps 
of  a  live  child  (died  later)  weighing  3  lbs.  2  ozs.  A  further  fit 
occurred  7  hours  after  delivery  and  she  remained  very  drowsy. 
On  the  4th  day  she  expelled  a  cotyledon  of  placenta  and  following 
this  signs  of  intra-uterine  sepsis  became  apparent,  later  peritonitis 
and  death  on  the  7th  day. 


41.  1872.  i-gravida.  Age  26.  Septicaemia.  Admitted 

after  attempted  delivery  outside  with  a  breech  presentation  with 
extended  legs  being  at  full  term.  -  T.  99°,  P.  96.  There  were 
severe  vaginal  lacerations.  She  was  left  alone  for  4  hours  after 
admission  to  allow  the  breech  to  engage  and  a  still-born  child 
weighing  8  lbs.  9  ozs.  then  extracted  manually.  The  temperature 
rose  rapidly  after  delivery,  a  petechial  rash  appeared  on  the 
limbs  and  death  occurred  on  the  10th  day. 
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42  1878.  viii-gravida.  Age  41.  Eclampsia.  Admitted 
in  coma  at  the  37th  week  after  5  fits  outside  ;  in  labour  ;  T.  100°, 
P.  92.  After  6  further  fits  delivery  was  effected  by  means  of 
forceps.  Following  delivery  5  more  fits  (16  in  all)  occurred,  the 
coma  deepened  and  death  occurred  18  hours  after  admission. 

43.  1969.  iv-gravida.  Age  33.  Placenta  prsevia.  Ad¬ 
mitted  moribund  at  term,  pulseless,  cold,  os  f  and  covered  by 
placenta.  She  had  had  slight  bleeding  for  a  month  but  did  not 
call  in  her  doctor  until  the  day  of  admission.  External  version 
was  performed  and  a  foot  brought  down,  but  she  died  undelivered 
2  hours  after  admission. 


44.  2037.  i-gravida.  Age  42.  Post-anaesthetic  pneumonia. 

An  elderly  primigravida,  so  fat  that  the  fact  of  pregnancy  was 
doubtful  until  a  month  before  admission.  She  had  a  contracted 
pelvis  and  was  said  to  be  3  weeks  overdue.  Caesarean  section 
was  performed  before  the  onset  of  labour  and  a  still-born  anence- 
phalic  child  delivered  with  a  great  excess  of  liquor  amnii.  The 
anaesthetic  was  taken  badly — probably  had  a  fatty  heart.  Follow¬ 
ing  delivery  she  developed  pneumonia  and  died  suddenly  of  heart 
failure  on  the  10th  day. 


45.  2117.  ix-gravida.  Age  37.  Acute  septic  peritonitis. 

Admitted  at  term  after  failure  of  forceps  delivery  outside  following 
24  hours  labour.  The  foetus  was  hydrocephalic.  The  patient 
was  extremely  ill,  T.  98°,  P.  142  ;  liquor  faeculent.  Perforation 
was  performed  and  she  delivered  herself  half  an  hour  later.  3 
days  after  delivery  she  died  with  signs  of  general  septic  peritonitis. 

46  2139.  ii-gravida.  Age  36.  Septicaemia.  Admitted  at 

term  after  failure  of  forceps  delivery  outside.  The  patient  was 
collapsed,  T.  99°,  P.  152  ;  there  was  a  contracted  pelvis  with 
a  true  conjugate  of  3|"  ;  pituitrin  had  been  given  ;  there  was  a 
complete  laceration  of  the  perineum  whilst  the  inner  aspect  of  the 
left  ischium  was  exposed  through  vaginal  lacerations.  The  foetus 
was  dead  and  the  head  in  the  pelvic  cavity.  Her  previous 
pregnancy  had  ended  in  the  instrumental  delivery  of  a  still-born 
child.  A  forceps  delivery  was  effected.  After  an  irregular 
pyrexia  in  the  puerperium  the  temperature  was  104.4°  and  pulse 
120  on  the  15th  day.  She  died  on  the  20th  day  with  a  temperature 
of  105.4°.  No  localising  signs  were  evident  throughout.

coma  14  days  after  delivery  at  home  with  broncho-pneumonia, 
double  phlegmasia  alba  dolens  and  severe  bedsores.  Slight 
improvement  for  two  or  three  days  after  admission  but  septicaemia 
occurred  with  death  11  days  after  admission. 

48.  189.  i-para.  Age  18.  Septicaemia.  Admitted  ex¬ 

tremely  ill,  T.  100.4°,  P.  136  with  no  other  localising  signs  than 
rhonchi  in  the  chest,  4  days  after  delivery  at  home.  Died  9 
days  later. 
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49.  234.  ix-para.  Age  37.  Septicaemia.  Admitted 

extremely  ill,  T.  103°,  P.  144  6  days  after  delivery  at  home.  Died 
two  days  later. 


50.  308.  ii-para.  Age  31.  Septicaemia.  Admitted 
extremely  ill,  T.  100°,  P.  140  following  delivery  at  home  4  days 
previously.  Rigors  and  acute  mania  occurred  with  death  6  days 
after  admission. 

51.  344.  ii-para.  Age  24.  General  septic  peritonitis. 
Admitted  very  ill,  T.  102.2°,  P.  120  on  the  9th  day  of  the  puer- 
perium  following  a  normal  delivery  at  home.  There  was  general 
abdominal  distention  and  rigidity  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea. 
After  a  rapid  depreciation  of  condition  she  died  5  days  after 
admission. 


52.  491.  i-para.  Age  34.  Septicaemia.  Admitted 

extremely  ill,  T.  102.2°,  P.  156  on  the  9th  day  of  the  puerperium 
with  secondary  post-partum  haemorrhage  and  retained  products 
of  conception.  She  was  too  ill  to  consider  interference  and  died 
5  days  later. 


53.  782.  viii-para.  Age  39.  Septic  peritonitis.  Admitted 
5  days  after  a  forceps  delivery  of  a  still-born  child  with  T.  99°, 
P.  120  ;  general  abdominal  rigidity  and  free  fluid  in  the  peritoneal 
cavity.  Died  11  days  after  admission. 

54.  950.  i-para.  Age  26.  Post-partum  haemorrhage. 
Admitted  in  a  moribund  state  from  post-partum  haemorrhage 
and  died  after  3  minutes. 

55.  1027.  xii-para.  Age  40.  Septic  peritonitis  and 
Septicaemia.  Admitted  3  days  after  an  instrumental  delivery 
with  T.  102.4°,  P.  144.  Free  fluid  in  peritoneal  cavity  and  signs 
of  septic  peritonitis.  Abscesses  developed  along  the  course  of 
the  internal  saphenous  vein,  septicaemia  supervened  and  death 
occurred  3  days  after  admission. 


56.  1127.  vi-para.  Age  25.  Post-abortal  septicaemia. 

Admitted  3  days  after  a  3  months  abortion  in  very  poor  condition. 
T.  101°,  P.  132.  Severe  haemorrhage  began  the  day  after  ad¬ 
mission  and  curettage  with  instillation  of  glycerine  were  carried 
out.  The  bleeding  was  arrested  but  rigors  and  death  occurred 
5  hours  after  operation. 


57.  1226.  i-para.  Age  22.  Post-abortal  peritonitis. 

Admitted  18  days  after  curettage  for  incomplete  abortion  in 
another  hospital,  very  ill,  T.  103°,  P.  124.  Pelvic  cellulitis  was 
present  and  double  phlegmasia  alba  dolens  arose.  Signs  of 
peritonitis  arose  and  she  died  6  weeks  after  admission. 


58.  1236.  ii-para.  Age  24.  Post-abortal  pyaemia.  Ad¬ 

mitted  18  days  after  a  4  months  miscarriage  when  no  placenta 
had  been  passed.  Very  ill  on  admission,  T.  101.2°,  P.  110  ;  massive 
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^pelvic  cellulitis, 
latterly  cerebral 
admission. 


Later  double  phlegmasia  alba  dolens  arose  and 
symptoms.  Death  occurred  7  weeks  after 


59.  1252.  i-para.  Age  24.  Puerperal  septicaemia.  Ad¬ 

mitted  5  days  after  delivery  at  home,  very  ill  with  septicaemia, 
T.  101°,  P.  110.  Died  2  days  later. 

60.  1655.  i-para.  Age  26.  Lobar  pneumonia.  Admitted 
16  days  after  a  breech  delivery  at  term  at  home  having  had  a 
rigor  on  the  14th  day.  On  admission  T.  103.6°,  P.  120  ;  pelvis 
normal  and  uterus  well  involuted.  Dullness  and  tubular  breathing 
over  whole  of  lower  lobes  of  right  lung.  Died  on  9th  day  of 
illness,  23  days  after  delivery. 

61.  1665.  ii-para.  Age  24.  Puerperal  septicemia.  Ad¬ 

mitted  extremely  ill  3  days  after  delivery  at  home,  T.  103°,  P.  144. 
Septicemic  signs  became  obvious  and  she  died  5  days  after 
admission. 


62.  1821.  xi-para.  Age  39.  Post-abortal  pyemia.  Ad¬ 
mitted  14  days  after  a  14  weeks  abortion  with  necrotic  and  infected 
placenta  lying  in  the  cervical  canal,  T.  100°,  P.  108.  Two  days 
later  the  pyrexia  had  subsided  and  curettage  was  carried  out  with 
the  removal  of  much  foul  debris.  The  temperature  rose  to  105° 
2  days  after  operation  and  death  occurred  from  pyaemia  29  days 
after  operation. 

63.  1877.  ii-para.  Age  24.  Septicaemia.  Admitted  very 
ill  13  days  after  a  forceps  delivery  of  a  still-born  child  at  home  ;

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CASES  OF  INTEREST. 

No.  441.  A  ii-gravida  Aged  27,  whose  previous  medical 
and  obstetric  history  had  been  uneventful,  admitted  at  the  35th 
week  having  had  a  severe  epistaxis.  She  had  large  purpuric 
patches,  some  the  size  of  the  palm  of  the  hand  in  numerous  places 
but  more  marked  on  the  legs.  She  was  kept  in  Hospital  14  days 
and  had  haematemesis  on  one  day.  Otherwise  her  health  was 
excellent  and  the  urine  was  normal.  She  was  re-admitted  at 
term  still  having  purpura  of  the  thighs  and  legs  and  had  an  un¬ 
eventful  confinement  and  puerperium  followed  by  complete 
recovery. 


No.  508.  A  i-gravida  aged  32  admitted  as  an  emergency 
on  account  of  prolonged  labour.  She  had  been  36  hours  in  labour 
and  was  exhausted  with  bearing  down.  The  os  was  f  dilated  ; 
the  foetus  presented  in  the  first  vertex  position,  the  head  was  in 
the  pelvis  and  the  membranes  were  ruptured.  Pains  were  entirely 
absent.  Morphia  gr.  J  was  given  hypodemically  and  15  hours 
later  contractions  returned  though  the  foetal  heart  had  ceased. 
The  cervix  then  prolapsed  beyond  the  vulva  and  was  found  to  be 
necrotic.  An  entire  ring  of  cervix  was  lifted  away  with  little  force 
and  no  bleeding  and  a  forceps  delivery  effected.  The  puerperium 
was  entirely  normal  with  a  temperature  never  above  98.2°  F. 


No.  1334.  A  i-gravida  aged  23  admitted  as  an  emergency 
at  the  30th  week  of  pregnancy  with  a  history  of  vomiting  for 
6  weeks.  T.  102.4°,  P.  134,  dehydrated  and  very  ill.  The  blood 
pressure  was  108/38  and  the  urine  contained  but  a  trace  of  acetone, 
and  albumen.  She  was  treated  dietetically  for  14  days  but  the 
temperature  still  ranged  up  to  101.4°  with  the  pulse  rate  136. 
Jaundice  then  became  apparent  and  within  2  days  was  deeply 
marked.  She  appeared  too  ill  for  any  active  interference  and 
induction  was  felt  to  be  too  slow  in  operation.  Under  morphia 
gr.  J  and  hyoscine  gr.  1/100  the  abdomen  was  opened  with  1% 
novocain  local  anaesthesia.  Of  the  uterus  the  peritoneal  covering 
only  was  injected  and  the  foetus  delivered  alive.  After  operation 
the  pulse  rate  dropped  to  100,  the  temperature  never  rose  above 
99°  and  the  jaundice  rapidly  cleared.  The  foetus  died  the  next 
day. 


No.  1628.  A  iv-gravida  aged  34  admitted  as  an  emergency 
at  the  16th  week  of  pregnancy  with  a  history  of  vomiting  for  2 
months.  Her  previous  pregnancies  had  been  normal.  She  was 
very  ill.  P.  136,  T.  97°,  wasted,  and  slightly  jaundiced.  There 
was  albumen  +  and  acetone  -| — (—  in  the  urine.  She  continued 
vomiting  in  spite  of  treatment  and  the  jaundice  rapidly  deepened. 
4  days  after  admission  she  was  almost  moribund  with  a  pulse 
as  far  as  could  be  counted  of  160  and  there  was  auricular  fibrillation. 
Under  morphia  gr.  J,  hyoscine  gr.  1/50  and  1%  novocain  local 
anaesthesia  the  uterus  was  emptied  per  abdomen.  She  made  a 
good  recovery  only  interrupted  by  a  septic  parotitis  which  needed 
drainage. 
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No.  1740.  A  v-gravida  aged  32  admitted  after  30  hours 
labour  at  term  as  an  Emergency.  She  had  had  4  previous  normal 
"eliveries  and  had  had  a  partial  thyroidectomy  for  exophthalmic 
goitre.  The  pelvis  was  normal  and  the  os  fully  dilated  with  the 
foetus  presenting  as  a  brow  above  the  pelvic  brim.  Under  anaesth¬ 
esia  a  hand  was  passed  up  with  the  view  of  flexing  or  extending 
the  head  but  a  Bandl’s  ring  was  found  and  a  rent  about  3"  long 
opening  into  the  broad  ligament.  Shq  had  had  no  interference 
outside  and  was  in  good  condition  on  admission.  The  abdomen 
was  opened  under  general  anaesthesia  and  the  left  broad  ligament 
found  to  be  blown  up  with  blood  almost  to  the  size  of  the  uterus. 
The  fetus  was  delivered  alive  per  abdomen  and  sudden  shock 
became  apparent  in  the  mother  with  an  uncountable  pulse. 
Sterilisation  was  performed  and  the  abdomen  closed  without  any 
interference  to  the  rupture  of  the  uterus.  The  puerperium  was 
uneventful  and  mother  and  child  went  home  on  the  15th  day  in 
good  condition.
